Heed the Signs

With temperatures soaring into 
the high 90s and heat indexes above 
JOSdegrees in the state, Alabamians 
should heed the signs of heat ill- 
ness. Take precautions during peri- 
ods of extreme temperature and 
humidity because the human car- 
diovascular system is especially 
vulnerable to these extreme condi- 
tions. 

One early sign of heat illness is 
cramping of the flexor muscles in 
the arms and legs or cramping 
abdominal muscles. Heat cramps 
are actually helpful because they 
force a person to stop and rest. 

Here are some tips for beating 
the heat. 

ReSpéct the Heat. Plan a work 
schedule for Yourself and others 
that starts early in the day when 
temperatures are cooler. Allow fre- 
quent short breaks for cooling and 
thirst quenching. 

Drink a third more liquid than 
your thirst dictates. Strong tea, cof- 
fee or colas may build up too much 
caffeine and cause frequent urina- 
tion. Natural juices. milk, soups 
and diluted-quenchers and frequent 
small amounts of water will do the 
job, One sign of dehydration is dark 
urine in small amounts. An ade- 
quate intake of fluids keeps the 
urine light colored and abundant, 

Eat a well-balanced diet. A well- 
balanced diet supplies essential 
proteins, calories, vitamins and 
minerals for muscle wear and tear. 
Crash dieting anytime is not 
healthy, but it is especially danger- 
ous in the summer, Small frequent 
meals with plenty of fresh fruits, 
vegetables, dairy products and 
poultry will result in safe potassium 
levels for heart and muscle activity. 
Salt tablets are not a substitute for a 
balanced diet. They even damage 
delicate stomach linings and can 
cause cramps. A handful of raisins 
provides more energy and minerals 
than a salt tablet or a quart of thirst 
quencher

IS HERE!,..The hay that was promised to Coffee County Cattle Farmers to help them sus- 
tain their cattle through the drought has arrived and will continue to do so eekly. Tuesday 
morning, Alabama National Guard tractor-trailer units from a transportation company based in 
Georgiana, Ala, arrived at the Farm Center in New Brockton loaded with 115 rolls of hay.

In a recent meeting (May 22nd), 
the commissioners asked Burns if 
he would hire a new appraiser from 
the applicants received after the 
field is narrowed - by qualifications 

fo a smaller group, His response 
was, “At this time T don’t think it’s 
prudent for me to hire anybody, | 
didn’t discharge the appraiser that 
we had. and | certainly can’t hire 
one back at this point.” 


Coffee County Jail escapee captured in 
Fayetteville, NC after 48 hours of freedom

An escapee from the Coffee 
County Jail was recaptured after 48 
hours of freedom, Robert Earl Gib 
son, 28, was taken into custody in 
his hometown of Fayetteville, N.C 
Wednesday night, June 14 

Gibson had escaped Monday 
morning, June 12, when he was 
taken to Medical Center Enterprise 
to be treated for Injuries received i 
an altercation in the jail, He was 
serving a five-month sentence for 
receiving stolen property 

After his get-away from MCI 
Gibson allegedly stole a pick-up 
truck belonging to the City ot 
Enterprise and made his way to 
Dothan, He is also a suspeet in the 
robbery of a conveniens 
there 

Eventually, Gibson made it to 
Fayetteville where authorities had 
been alerted to his escape and the 
possibility of his return to N.¢ 

Escape, and the charge for which 
he was in jail for, are not the only 
charges Gibson is now facing. He is 
charged with two counts of robbers 
in Dothan, a kidnapping and rob 
bery charge in Fayetteville, and
